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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed in the appeal brief on 9/30/2008, with respect to the 
rejection based on Wordelman in view of Ward have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The high pass filter circuits 1232 and 1234 in Ward are designed to 
minimize the DC gain of the differential amplifier 1226/1228, not to select a harmonic of 
the crystal resonator. The rejection has been withdrawn and reasons for allowance are 
given below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 and 13-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, none of the references of record disclose or fairly suggests 
singularly or in combination, "...an amplifier configuration with two input and two 
outputs, an oscillator crystal connected to the outputs of the amplifier configuration, a 
bandpass filter configuration with two inputs and two outputs, which is connected with 
two inputs, to the oscillator crvstal ..." 

Claims 2-11 and 13-21 are allowable, for being dependent on allowable claim 1 .
